There was a 
splendid audience 
present a t the First M. E. church last 
nlKht. despite the drizzle, to take part 
In the tem perance program. 
Rev. J. 
C. Taukart presided. A fter appropri­ 
ate soDK service by the choir, Dr. 
John Lloy d Lee led In an eloq uent 
pray er for God’s blessing upon temjier- 
ance and upon the Haskell bill, 
pleading th a t God may influence the 
legislators a t CXilumbus to do their 
full duty in the direction of right 
against wrong—of sobriety and good 
citizenship against drunkenness and 
lawle^ness. 
Song service followed the praver, 
and then the chairm an made a few 
brief and telling remarks, showing 
th e purpi^eof the meeting and what 
it had been called for, flnlshing his 
rem arks by 
introducing Presiding 
Elder Stewart, who was in attendance 
upon the late convention a t Columbus, 
called to urge the merits of the Has­ 
kell bill upon our legislators and law­ 
makers. 
Reverend Stew art claimed his right 
as a man, asserting th a t every true 
inioister of the Gospel should be in 
politics up to the arm pits: not the 
politics of party , but the politics of 
morals—in every political movement 
representing right and truth , moral 
iuterests and religion. 
He asserted 
th a t the great mass of electors of the 
state of Ohio, embracing Republicans, 
Democrats, Prohibitionists and Popu­ 
lists, favor greater restrictioos being 
placed upon th e liq uor traffic, the 
horrible, horned monster of the cen­ 
tury , and th a t adbereoce to party 
lines bad. in the past, done much to 
hinder the advance of the tem perance 
cause. “ We m ust make this grand 
movement omhi-partisan, 
omol-de- 
hominatiohal, omhi-sectarian. 
The 
temperance workers have been divided 
into three classes, a t tim es working 
one against the other, 
while the 
liq uor men have been a unit in con­ 
centrating ever? effort to the support 
of their dam nable traffic 
One class 
of temperance workers believe th a t 
th e liq uor cause cao be legislated out 
of ex istence bv tax ing it to death, and 
this class are honest in their belief; 
b ut the idea is fallacious, as shown bv 
the action of the liq uor adv jcates at 
Columbus. 
They want the Harris 
bill killed, and not a single one of 
them 
object 
to 
the 
raising 
of the 
tax 
to 
io(X). 
I 
verily 
believe th a t the liq uor dealers aim to 
cultivate the idea of high tax atlou, Id 
order to a ttract 
the 
autl-saloon 
workers from the vital point, in this 
battle of right against wrung. 
“ W hat 
about 
revenue 
to 
the 
□ational and state government? It 
has been dem onstrated, by facts and 
figures, th a t for evq ry dollar of revenue 
received by the government from the 
sale of in tox icants, it has cost the 
governm eui $2o. 
Is this g(x» d house- 
keepihg? 
“ Bishop W atterson, th a t grand man 
of the Roman Catholic church, esti­ 
m ates th a t th e liq uor curse has cost 
the state of Ohio flftv-two millions of 
dollars in the past 10 y ears, while the 
cummoDwealth has derived but two 
millioD five hundred thousand dollars 
lu revenue. Shame on such legislatioo. 
Take y our own city of E ast Liverpool, 
with Its forty hell holes. Average the 
sales of each saloon at ilO per day ; 
multiply this bv .352 day s in the y ear; 
then multiply bv 40, the number of 
vour saloons, and y ou have an Idea of 
the enormity of the crim e of dram 
drinking and drunkard making, the 
evil which wrecks and curses homes 
and lives. Look at vour billiard halls, 
card rooms and houses of prostitution, 
fed and nurtured almost ex clusivley 
by the liq uor curse, and y ou may have 
a faint idea of the enormity of the 
outrage perpetrated upon our citizens 
by this hy dra-headed demon of rum. 
“ W hat is th e aim of the dram 
seller? Money , money , money . 
He 
is in the business for this alone, and 
for It will sacrifice self-respect, m an­ 
hood, the good opihloD of his one-time 
frieods and neighbors and lose bis own 
soul. 
Is it not awful? 
“ By God’s help we will wipe out the 
grog shops of Ohio. The grog keeper 
say s th a t the aati-salooa movemeht 
is all froth aod foam, and th a t when 
th is is blowQ 
away there will be 
m ight? little good w ater left In the 
glass. Thaok God, I bellve th e move­ 
m ent has (xime to stay . EUimao Cath­ 
olics and Protestants have united 
against the common foe, and every 
priest and preacher in the land has the 
rig h t to hurl his thunderbolU» in the

name of God, against the monster. 
Yes, praise God, the movement hM 
come to stay , clean cut and cry stal- 
ized. 
A t th a t glorious cooveution a t 
Columbus there were four Catholic 
bishoi» upon the platform aod twenty 
priests, 
the kingly Bishop W atter- 
Bon, a noble mao, working a t his own 
ex pense aod oontrihuting money In 
the treasury . There also was Bishop 
Cleary , from bey ond th e Mississippi, 
and the bishops from Cleveland aod 
from ClDCiooati, with lawy ers and 
lay men backlog them up. On th a t 
common platform of g(x>d against evil 
wer^ seen mighty men, strong men, 
men of bralh and power. Judges, ex- 
congressmen, legislators, all in deadly 
earnest against the evil which Is drag­ 
ging our nation down to ruin. 
“Judge West, of Bellefontaioe, aged 
and weak phy sically , hut keen-witted 
and brainy ,described the power of the 
curse iu his Dative place, until a 
may or was selected who faced the 
devil of rum in his subterrahean re­ 
treats,and when the police failed him, 
this heroic may or did y eoman service 
personally , backed bv good citizens, 
until the right trium phed and Belle­ 
fontaioe was redeemed, aod in th e 
past seven y ears has increased about 
11)0 per ceot to population, while 
building aod loan associations have 
sprung into ex istence and men are 
erecting homes upon every side; and 
these men, redeemed and made honest 
citizens, are pay ing accounts boarv 
with age aod outlawed—debts con­ 
tracted in conseq uence of the lofam 
ous liq uor traffic.

hibition. On this subject, I am more 
accustomed to addressiug 12 men, aod 
not such an audience as is now before 
me. The y oung m a n-th e minor—is 
prohibited 
from 
drinking, and a 
penalty faces th e saloon-keeper who 
dares to sell iotox tcants to him. 
He 
is carefully protected by home in­ 
fluence until after be is 20 y ears of age; 
but when he reaches 21. the saloonlft 
has free and full right to ruin him. 
Our laws are good, as far as they go, 
on this q uestion; but th e g reat trouble 
is th a t they don’t go far enough. N ex t

present a t the First M. E. church last 
night, despite t he drizzle, to take part 
In the temperance program. 
Rev. J. 
C. Taggart presided. 
A fter appropri­ 
ate song service bv the choir, Dr. 
John Lloyd Lee led in an eloquent 
prayer for God’s blessing upon tem per­ 
ance and upon the Haskell hill, 
pleading th a t God may Influence the 
legislators a t Columbus to do their 
full duty In the direction of right 
against wrong—of sobriety and good 
citizenship against drunkenness and 
lawlessness. 
Song service followed the prayer 
and then the chairm an made a few 
brief and telling remarks, showing 
the purpose of the m eeting and what 
It had been called for, flnlshlng bis 
remarks by 
Introducing Presiding 
Elder Stew art, who was in attendance 
upon the late convention a t Columbus 
called to urge the m erits of the Has 
kelt bill upon our legislators and law 
makers. 
Reverend Stew art claimed his right 
as a man, asserting th a t every true 
m inister of the Gospel should be lo 
politics up to the arm pits: Dot the 
politics of party, but the politics of 
morals—to every political movement 
representing right aud tru th , moral 
interests and religion. 
He asserted 
th a t the great mass of electors of the 
state of Ohio, embracing Republicans 
Democrats, Prohibitionists and Popu­ 
lists, favor greater restrictions being 
placed upon the liquor traffic, the 
horrible*horned monster of th e cen 
tury, and th a t adherence to party 
lines had, in the past, done much to 
hinder the advance of the tem perance 
cause. 
“ We m ust make this grand 
movement omni-partisan, 
omnl-de- 
nominational, omnl-sectarlan. 
The 
temperance workers have been divided 
into three classes, at tim es working 
one against the other, 
while the 
liquor men have been a u n it in con­ 
centrating every effort to the support 
of their dam nable traffic. One class 
of temperance workers believe th a t 
the liquor cause can be legislated out 
of existence bv taxing it to death, and 
this class are honest in their belief; 
but the idea is fallacious, as shown bv 
the action of the liquor advocates at 
Columbus. 
They w ant the Harris 
bill killed, and not a single one of 
them 
object 
to 
the 
raising 
of the 
tax 
to 
$500. 
I 
verily 
believe th a t the liquor dealers aim to 
cultivate the idea of high taxation, lo 
order to attract 
the 
anti-saloon 
workers from the vital point, in this 
b ittie of right against wrong. 
“ W hat 
about 
revenue 
to 
the 
national and state government? I t 
has been demonstrated, by facts and 
figures, tlm t for evqry dollar of revenue 
received by th* government from the 
sale of intoxicants, it has cost the 
government $20. 
Is this good house­ 
keeping? 
“ Bishop W atterson, th a t grand man 
of the Roman Catholic church, esti­ 
mates th a t the liquor curse has cost 
the state of Ohio flftv-two millions of 
dollars in the past IO years, while the 
commonwealth has derived but two 
million five hundred thousand dollars 
in revenue. Shame o d such legislation. 
Take your own city of E ast Liverpool, 
with Its forty hell holes. Average the 
sales of each saloon a t $10 per day; 
multiply this by 352 days In the year; 
then multiply bv 40, the number of 
your saloons, and you have an Idea of 
the enormity of the crim e of dram 
drinking and drunkard making, the 
evil which wrecks and curses homes 
and lives. 
Look at your billiard halls, 
card rooms and houses of prostitution, 
fed and nurtured almost excluslvley 
by the liquor curse, and you may have 
a faint idea of the enormity of the 
outrage perpetrated upon our citizens 
by this hydra-headed demon of rum. 
W hat is the aim of the dram 
seller? Money, money, money. 
Ile 
is in the business for this alone, and 
for it will sacrifice self-respect, man­ 
hood, the good opinion of his one-time 
friends and neighbors and lose his own 
soul. Is it not awful? 
By God’s help we will wipe out the 
grog shops of Ohio. The grog keeper 
says th a t the auti-saloon movement 
is all froth and foam, and th a t when 
this is blown 
away there will be 
mighty little good water left In the 
glass. Thank God, I belive th e move­ 
ment bas come to stay. Roman Cath­ 
olics and Protestants have united 
against the common foe, and every 
priest and preacher in the land has the 
right to burl his thunderbolt*, in the 


name of God, against the monster. 
Yes, praise God, the movement has 
come to stay, clean cut and crystal- 
i/ed. 
A t th a t glorious convention at 
Columbus there were four Catholic 
bishops upon the platform and tw enty 
priests, 
the kingly Bishop W atter­ 
son, a noble man, working a t his own 
expense and contributing money to 
the treasury. There also was Bishop 
Cleary, from beyond tile Mississippi, 
and the bishops from Cleveland and 
from Cincinnati, with lawyers and 
laymen backing them up. 
O d th a t 
common platform of good against evil 
wer$ seen mighty men, strong men, 
men of brain and power, judges, ex 
congressmen, legislators, all in deadly 
earnest against the evil which is drag 
ging our nation down to ruin. 
“Judge West, of Bellefontaine, aged 
and weak physically, but keen-witted 
and brainy,described the power of the 
curse in his Dative place, until a 
mayor was selected who faced the 
devil of rum in bls subterranean re 
treats,and when the police failed him, 
this heroic mayor did yeoman service 
personally, hacked bv good citizens. 
until the right trium phed and Belle 
fontaine was redeemed, and in the 
past seven years has Increased about 
IOO per cent in population, while 
building and loan associations have 
sprung into existence and men are 
erecting homes upon every side; and 
these men, redeemed and made honest 
citizens, are paying accounts hoarv 
w ith age and outlawed—debts con 
tracted in consequence of the lofam 
ous liquor traffic. 
Men, if I was en­ 
gaged in the grocery or dry goods busi­ 
ness, I would do my best to wipe out 
the saloon and obtain the money—glv 
lng value received—th a t the saloonlsts 
are robbing the people of. 
“ In Columbus we 
received 
fair 
treatm ent from the dally papers and 
from the legislators, as well as the 
com m ittee lo charge of our special 
case. 
I believe th a t the H arris bill 
will come to the front and I sincerely 
hope th a t it may pass. 
We now have the sinews of war in 
tile shape of money. 
For a tim e 
Treasurer Bavue was fearful along 
this line; but cue morning he opened 
a letter and found therein a check for 
$1,000, the sender writing: ’When you 
need funds, draw on me, for th is is 
God’s fight.’ 
My friends, you will 
have the opportunity of voting with 
your party, and still vote against the 
saloon. Thank God for this. 
G allant General Steadman listened 
to the firing at Chlramauga, from an 
alm ost isolated position. 
A t last he 
could bear it no longer, and said 
Orders or no orders, I can’t stand 
this any longer. 
I ’m going after th a t 
firing.’ And he did. 
Reaching the 
battlefield at a critical tim e, when the 
fight was a t red heat, be addressed 
one of the commanding officers with 
I ’ve just arrived. 
My men are fresh; 
where shall we go in.’ And quick came 
the response: 
'In God’s name go in 
anywhere—there’s good fighting all 
around here.” Aud go Id he did, and 
his command die! glorious work for 
the country.

I am in 
favor of any movement which will re­ 
strict or better control It; but the ef­ 
fective feature m ust be absolute pro- 
nibition. On this subject, I am more 
accustomed to addressing 12 men, and 
not such ao audience as is now before 
me.

The com m ittee 1« rvnupoeed of E. J. 
Phelps, J, Pierptint Morgan, ex- 8 eere-' 
tary W. O. W hitney, Captain A. T. Ma­ 
han of the U nited Htates Bury, and (4. 
L. Rive« , 
The charg« » « referred to were con­ 
tained in a paiiiphh't published by the 
Earl of D unraven and repiiuted in the 
Ijoiidoii Field of Nov. 9, 1896, and 
they w« =Tc rejK*ated by him in a speech 
at Cardiff on the 81 « t of the same 
month. 
Lord D unraven’« pam phlet, beside« 
the charge of secret alteration of the 
w ater line length, contained various 
critirism» of th« » i» omp« *teuco or grxMi 
neiit of thost» who were chargerl 
with the matiagenient of the rac« » s on 
behalf of the New York YiM'ht club. 
liord Dunrav« » n’s statem ent in sub­ 
stance was that on Aug, 81, 1896, he ob- 
serv’ed the D« ‘f« *nder very closely a« she 
lay in the Erie iNutin Hept. d, he noti« » ed 
« he was floating much lighter, and he 
pwpeeially m>ti« *ed a small hole above the 
w ater line. 
Gii the tiiorniiig of Hept. 
7, the day of the raee, he n« >tic« Hl i*e 
was d«»*‘p*'r in the w ater W'heu he rowed 
up to the Defcmler in his gig, he ItHiked 
for the small boh* and funiid it was no­ 
where visible, Iwing under the (vater, 
showing that the yacht ha« l bet'ii sunk 
d« *t*iKT into the wafer. 
Otlmr m atters 
also c« mfinn« Ml this belief. 
That afterw ards, ami when the V al­ 
kyrie w'a« towing out to start in the 
race, Mr. Ixtthani i'ish, am em tier of the

The Defender is a boUt ot ntmsuai 
stability and power, and all the evi­ 
dence, with scit'iitiflc and praotic-al, wa* 
to the effect that additional ballast be­ 
yond w hat she origlnttlly t» ontained was 
mit re« iuii» e« i, and wwilcl certainly have 
dimiuishtid rather than im pro v^ the 
speed of the boat. 
It ia plain, there­ 
fore, that no motive existed for increats- 
ing the ballast of the Defender. 
It was clearly proveti that no other 
l» allast was imt in the boat. The-re were 
uo tanks lt*it on the boat into which to 
put w ater for liallast. As the bulkheads 
had b(» en removed, tht're was uo place 
in whi(» h boUasI could have been con- 
coalt» d. 
In resptH^ to the pipe hole on the wirt 
side of the Defeuder, noticed by Lord 
Dunraven at the time of the measure­ 
ment the day bt'foretheraoa. and which 
provtMl to bt' the dist» harge of the bilge 
pump, it was shown by a careful meas­ 
urem ent of rt'presentativwi of the club 
that when the vessel lay iu still water, 
trimim-d and ballasted as she was on

This tnemorandum was made and rpmi 
to Lord Dunraven, who made a slight 
conwetion.

Mr. Iseiiu and the gentlemen oonwirned 
w ith him , as w d l as to the offioert and 
crew ot the Defender, that the commit­ 
tee should express emphatically their 
conviction, that nothing whatever oc­ 
curred in connection w ith the racti in 
question, that cast» the le» « t « nspicioii 
upou the iiittqfrity or propriety of their 
conduct. 
"A nd the « oramittee are not willing 
to doubt, that if Lord Dunraven had r« v 
maintMl present thn» ughout the investi- 
Stttion, HO as to have h« » ard all the evi- 
euce that was introduced, he would of 
his own 
motion have w ithdrawn a 
charge that wa« so plainly founded 
upon mistake, and that ha« be« » n so un­ 
fortunate in tne publicity it has attaiiuHl, 
and the feeling to which it has given 
rise.”

DIMFKKED THE HAKKI* 
KILL 


Ami Told lh** Large Audience How (he 
Caufle In Being Pushed In Columbin*— An 
Addr*** From Col. H. K. HIU—It Wa* an 
Anti-Maloon M eeting. 


There wan a 
splendid audience 
present at the First M. E. church last 
night, despite the drizzle, to take part 
in the temperance program. 
Rev. J. 
C. Taiw an presided. After appropri­ 
ate sock service bv the choir, Dr. 
John Lloyd Lee led in an eloquent 
prayer for God’s blessing upon temper­ 
ance and upon the Haskell bill, 
pleading that God may influence the 
legislators at Columbus to do their 
full duty ic the direction of right 
against wrong—of sobriety and good 
citizenship against drunkenness and 
lawlessness. 
Song service followed the prayer 
and then the chairman made a few 
brief and telling remarks, showing 
the purpose of the meeting and what 
it had been called for, finishing his 
remarks by 
introducing Presiding 
Elder Stewart, who was in attendance 
upon the late convention at Columbus 
called to urge the merits of the Has 
kell bill upon our legislators and law 
makers. 
Reverend Stewart claimed his right 
as a man, asserting that every true 
minister of the Gospel should be in 
politics up to the arm pits: not the 
politics of party, but the politics of 
morals—in every political movement 
representing right and truth, moral 
interests and religion. 
He asserted 
th at the great mass of electors of the 
state of Ohio, embracing Republicans 
Democrats, Prohibitionists and Popu­ 
lists, favor greater restrictions being 
placed upon the liquor traffic, the 
horrible* horned monster of the cen 
tury, and that adherence to party 
lines had, in the past, done much to 
hinder tile advance of the temperance 
cause. “ We must make this grand 
movement omni-partisan, 
omni-de- 
nominational, omni-sectarian. 
The 
temperance workers have been divided 
into three classes, at times working 
one against the other, while the 
liquor men have been a unit in con 
centrating every effort to the support 
of their damnable traffic. One class 
of temperance workers believe th at 
the liquor cause can be legislated out 
of existence bv taxing it to death, and 
this class are honest in their belief; 
but the idea is fallacious, as shown bv 
the action of the liquor advocates at 
Columbus. 
They want the Harris 
bill killed, and not a single one of 
them 
object 
to 
the 
raising 
of the 
tax 
to 
$500. 
I 
verily 
believe that the liquor dealers aim to 
cultivate the idea of high taxation, in 
order to attract 
the 
anti-saloon 
workers from the vital point, In this 
battle of right against wrong. 
“ What 
about 
revenue 
to 
the 
national and state government? It 
has been demonstrated, by facts and 
figures, that for every dollar of revenue 
received by the government from the 
sale of intoxicants, It has cost the 
government $20. 
Is this good house­ 
keeping? 
“ Bishop Watterson, th at grand man 
of the Roman Catholic church, est! 
mates that the liquor curse has cost 
the state of Ohio Af tv-two millions of 
dollars in the past IO years, while the 
commonwealth has derived but two 
million five hundred thousand dollars 
in revenue. Shameonsucb legislation. 
Take your own city of East Liverpool, 
with lto forty hell holes. Average the 
sales of each saloon at $10 per day; 
multiply this bv 352 days in the year; 
then multiply bv 40, the number of 
your saloons, and you have an Idea of 
the enormity of the crime of dram 
drinking and drunkard making, the 
evil which wrecks and curses homes 
and lives. Look at your billiard halls, 
card rooms and houses of prostitution, 
fed and nurtured almost exclusivley 
by the liquor curse, and you may have 
a faint Idea of the enormity of the 
outrage perpetrated upon our citizens 
by this hydra-headed demon of rum. 
What Is the aim of the dram 
seller? Money, money, money. He 
is In the business for ibis alone, and 
for it will sacrifice self-respect, man­ 
hood, the good opinion of his one-time 
friends and neighbors and lose his own 
soul. Is it not awful? 
“ By God's help we will wipe out the 
grog shops of Ohio. The grog keeper 
says that the autt-saloon movement 
is all froth and foam, and that when 
this Is blown away there will be 
mighty little good water left In the 
glass. Thank God, I belive the move­ 
ment bas come to stay. Roman Cath­ 
olics and Protestants have united 
against the common foe, and every 
priest and preacher lh the land has the 
right to burl bls thunderbolts, In the 


name of God, against the monster. 
Yes, praise God, the movement has 
come to star, clean cut and m e ta l­ 
ized, At that glorious convention at 
Columbus there were four Catholic 
bishops upon the platform and twenty 
priests, the kingly Bishop W atter­ 
son, a noble man, working at his own 
expense and contributing money to 
the treasury. There also was Bishop 
Cleary, from beyond the Mississippi, 
and the bishops from Cleveland and 
from Cincinnati, with lawyers and 
laymen backing them up. On that 
common platform of good against evil 
wer$ seen might? men, strong men, 
men of brain and power, Judges, ex­ 
congressmen, legislators, all in deadly 
earnest against the evil which is drag 
glng our nation down to ruin.

means to go to war with the sultan in 
onh*r to fort e him to govern the Armen­ 
ians well. 
The Merlin treaty, L*»rd Sal­ 
isbury said, merely bouilli the signatory 
powers that if the saltan immiulgnted 
certttB reforms they would watch over 
tho execution o f till NM n ‘fonns. 
Noth­ 
ing more. 
It dill not mean to go to war 
to force reforms, 
•‘I was iimnemeil in the drafting of 
that conventii.ii,” Lord Salisbury said, 
"and nothing would have induced me 
to pledge tov country to such a desper­ 
ate nine Ttaking.” 
The speaker am inded his hearers 
that the reforms which the sultan had 
ris'ciitly aeceptixl, although gissl re­ 
forms, could not la. expected to produce 
good government in two months. 
Lora Salisbury said he did not ladieve 
that the sultan wow to blame fertile 
Armenian massacre*. 
It was rare fac­

the wn-tclied Armenians these terrible 
sufferings. 
"If von ask why we have not inter­ 
fered, I can only answer for England 
that we could have threatened what I

customs hem and then*; bv! when you 
are dealing w ith Hie rising of a whole 
fanatical [sqiulation against a popula­ 
tion with whom they have been at latter 
enmity for ages and who ani situated iii 
mountains far removed from the sea­ 
shore, you am deceiving yourselves if 
you imagine that England's arm, long 
as it is. could have (lone anything in 
mitigation. Nothing but military oocu- 
l«it iou could have done it and England 
docs not ponses* the power of military 
occupation at tliat distance. 
"M r. Gladstone wrote a letter that 
England eonld cope with five or six T ur­ 
keys. That was a most ill-judged and 
rash assertion. If the sultan would meet 
us on the Open sea undoubtedly we could 
col*, w ith live or six sultans, but it is 
not worth arguing the jstssibility of 
England occupying these inaccessible 
province*. 
"I am not Ismnd to answer the ques­ 
tion why Europe did not interfere. 
I 
say confidentially that none of the cow­ 
ers wished to Interfere, and I believe 
their view is that with patience tho sul­ 
tan ’s prestige, which is the only power 
left hi tike country, wilt ultimately re ­ 
establish tinier aiel allow industry and 
commerce to take their usual secure 
course. That is their view, and it is our 
duty to give xhe sultan time. It Is some 
encouragement to find 
that already 
some degree of order is boing restored. 
" If you do not act w ith the great 
powers, you must aet against them, aud 
iroduoe calamities far more awful and 
terrible than tho Armenian atns'ities.”

N ew York, Feb. I.—Th* committee 
of the New York Yacht club, a p p o in te 
to examine into the charges made by 
Lord D unntven, owner of the V alkyrie, 
of ‘rooked ti I*** on tile part of the own­ 
ers of the Defender. Messrs. C. Oliver 
Iselin, Edwin D. Mer gun and William 
K. V anderbilt, in the races for the 
A m erica's cup, has decided that the 
Englishm an's charges are not sustained. 
Tho com m ittee is composed of K. J. 
Phelps, J. Pierpont Morgan, ex-Hecre- 
tary W. O. W hitney,Captain A. T. Ma­ 
han of the U nited Htatew navy. and G. 
L. Hives 
The charge* referred to were con­ 
tained iii a pam phlet published by the 
Earl of Dunravon aud reprinted in the 
London Field of N or. 9, 1895, and 
they were repeated by him In a speech 
at Cardiff on the 91st of the same 
month. 
Lord f>unraven's pam phlet, besides 
the charge of secret alteration of the 
w ater line length, contained varions 
criticisms of th e competence or good 
judgm ent of those who were charge*! 
with the management of the races oil 
behalf of the New York Yacht club. 
Ix>rtt D unraven's statem ent in sub­ 
stance wa* that on Aug. 81, 1805. he ob­ 
served the Defender very closely as (die 
lay in the Erie basin Kept 6, he noticed 
she was floating much lighter, and he 
especially noticed a small hole above the 
water line. 
On the m orning of Sept. 
7, the day of the race, he noticed ahi' 
was diaper iii the water w hen he rowed 
up to the Defender iii his gig, he looked 
for the sinai] hole and found it was no­ 
where risible, L ing nuder the touter, 
showing th at the yacht had been sunk 
di'ejxr into the water. 
Ot-h«r matters 
also continued this belief. 
That afterw ards, and when the V al­ 
kyrie was tow ing out to start in the 
race, Mr. Latham Fish, a member of the 
cap ('oniiuitfr'e, n—in on board as the 
repn-sentative of the D efender; that 
Lord D unraven then stated to Mr. Fish 
thnt he was anre the Defend** wns not 
sailing on her measured length, but was 
more deeply immerRed, aud was sailing 
at least a ford beyond her pro}*** length 
of load w ater lint', and gave Mr. Fish 
his reasons for that conclusion. 
That he Haiti to Mr. Fish that ho 
wished the committee to put one of 
their members, or some reliable repre­ 
sentative, on hoard both of the yachts 
im mediately after the race, and desired 
that the yachts should be remeasured 
the Kame evening, if possible, but if 
imptwtsihle, then that the represent alives 
of the cup committee should remain on 
board the yacht* until rem i'asureinent 
took place. 
And that the load water 
hue on both yachts should before the 
next race bt' designated by plain exter­ 
nal marks. 
That Mr. Fish pmtnif*ed to lay the 
complaint aud request before the com­ 
mittee. and that im mediately after the 
race Mr. Fish was put on board the com­ 
m ittee boat for the purpose o f so doing. 
Lord I lo lira ven also stated that the 
H attie Palm er lay alongside of the De­ 
fender the night before the race, and 
that work was going on till I in the 
m orning on board the Defender. 
Other 
witnesses sniietniitiated his statem ent. 
Iii the evidence subm itted by the De­ 
fender's owners, it was stated that the 
Defender was built and intended to sail 
w ithout loose ballast, but w ith 
her 
tuuka, fittings, etc., on board. The Val­ 
kyrie was found to be stripped of her 
tanks, fittings, bulkheads, etc. 
On this 
account the Defender was also stripp*>d. 
In plane of this loose ballast was sub­ 
stituted. 
The men worked at that on 
the night th at Lord Dunraven mentions 
that he saw the meu at work until I 
o’clock in th e morning. 
The Defender is a boat at unusual 
stability aud power, and all the evi­ 
dence, both scientific und practical, wa* 
to the effect that additional ballast be­ 
yond w hat she originally contained was 
not required, and would certainly have 
diminished rather than improved the 
speed of the boat. 
It is plain, there­ 
for*!, th at no motive existed for increas­ 
ing the ballast of the Defender. 
It was clearly proved that no other 
t>alla*t was nut in the boat. There were 
no tanks left on the boat into which to 
put w ater for ballant . As tho bulkheads 
had been removed, there was uo place 
in which ballast could have been con­ 
cealed. 
In respect to the pipe hole on the port 
side of the Defender, noticed by Lord 
Dunraven at the time of the measure­ 
ment the day before t lie race, and which 
proved to be the discharge of the bilge 
pump, it was shown by a careful meas­ 
urement of representatives of the club 
that when the vessel lay in still water, 
trimmed and ballasted aa she was on 
Supt. 8, the discharge hole would not be’ 
visible, being entirely below the load* 
water line. 
To prove th® correctness of this, Naval 
Constructor Bowles of the Brts>klyn 
navy yard, had Mr. Hibbe, assistant 
naval constructor, measure the boat and 
his finding was the same. 
It was also proved th at the vessel, at 
the tim e Lord Dunraven saw tile hole, 
was lying in the Erie l>asin, where the 
w ater was smooth. 
The next time he 
look'd for the hole, she was in the 
rough w ater off Bandy Hook, which 
mode quite a difference, also the proof 
showed, that as the vessel lay in the 
Erie basin just before the official meas­ 
urem ent on the 8th of September, she 
hail a slight list to starboard, prolmhly 
occasioned by the movement of th e 
crew to that side of the vessel before 
they were put in position amidships for 
the measurement. 
This would make 
‘lie hole visible on the other side from 
the tipping of the vessel. 
On the morning of the 7th, the com­ 
ing of I/Ord Dunraven on th® side of the 
vessel w here the hole was, caused a rush 
of those on board which would have 
tipped the boat deeper on that side. 
Iu regard to Lord Dunraven’s demand 
tor rem easurem ent it was proved that it 
was impossible after the race, because 
the Erie basin, whore alone it could 
taka place, was too far distant to ba 


■waehcd until too dark to make It; find 
than Lord Darirav* it wa* no inform**! 
bv Mr Fisk when the inquest was made 
I net reaieasursm eut that tt*>k place on 
th a n e x td a v (Sunday*at lh o doc* in 
the morning, was therefore the earliest 
possible.

In regard to the request, which I/ord 
D unraven states that he made to Mr. 
Fish for transmission to the cup com 
mitt*®, namely, th;% each of the two 
yacht* should b* taken into the oharga 
of the committee for that ingot, it is 
cofiohuBvely shown (hut no such request 
readied th** committee. 
Mr. Fish de­ 
nies th at any such requ»-st was included 
Jn the message with which he was 
charged. It further appear* that a m em ­ 
orandum of the nc'ssage scut was mode 
by Mr Fish in w riting, which was pro 
duced and put in evidence, and contains 
no allusion to tbs reqwMt in question. 
T his memorandum was mad* and rpad 
to Lord Dunraven, who made a slight 
correction 
Th® conclusion of th® committe® is as 
follows: 
"Upou careful consideration 
of rh® whole ut*®, th® committee are 
unanimously of the opinion thut til® 
charge mad® by Lord Dunraven. ami 
whicli ha* bosn the subject of this in ­ 
vestigation, had it* origiu in m istake;
